LONDON, June 23—Germany and Italy quit today the inter- 
national control scheme designed to stop movement of foreign 
arms and fighters to the Spanish civil war. They left in angry 
reply to the refusal of Great Britain and France to join them in 
parading men of war before Vaiencia to warn the government. 


BERLIN, June 23.—Germany 
withdrew her warships from 
the “hands off Spain” control 
scheme today but insisted she 
would seck “peaceful liquida- 
tion” of the Spanish war. A

With Bilbao in the hands of the Spanish in 
surgents—thanks to Italian and German troops, 
air fleets and naval aids—the needed victory to 
save the face of Mussolini and bolster up the 
waning prestige of his arms, has now arrived 

Save for the opportunity a victory affords for 
the graceful retirement of Italian and German 
troops from Spain, and to terminate the rebel- 
lion by compromise, there can be no excuse for 
the equivocal attitude that the British govern- 
ment has taken in Spain. 

Under the guise of enforcing non-interven- 
tion it has given aid to the Fascist hordes and 
denied justice to the Spanish loyalists. While 
the international blockade prevented the landing 
of munitions to the Spanish government, it per- 
mitted the landing of Italian forces and German 
munitions to aid the Fascist rebels. This pseudo 
blockade has been nothing but a grim piece of 
hypocrisy. It can only be defended before the 
court of any British stateman’s conscience, if it 
is believed that thereby a greater war has been 
averted and a basis arrived at for early peace 
throughout the Iberian Peninsula. 

Both Mussolini and Hitler have learned ere 
this that in giving aid to the Spanish Fascisti 
they had grasped a wildcat by the tail. It has 
been a costly and discouraging experience which 
neither Fascist power could afford. They know 
the limitations a totalitarian war of 
frightfulness. They will probably be glad of a 
chance to recall their troops under the semblance 
of an “honorable” conclusion, having robbed 
Spain of everything but its soul
